NEW FAMILY POLICY IN 
RUSSIA 


AN important development in 
Soviet fdmily policy was an- 
nounced in Moscow yesterday, 
states Reuter. A new decree 
contains. provisions for the en- 
cquragement of the _ birth-rate 
and, lar families by means 
of special allowances and honours 
for. mothers of five and more chil- 
dren. It also fixes the rates of taxes 
on ‘bachelors, spinsters and couples 
with less than three children, and 
further tightens the existing 
marriage and divorce laws. 
Under the new decree, families 
with three-children will receive, on 
the birth of the fourth child, a lump 
sum of 1,300 . roubles, and a 
monthly “allowance of 80 roubles. 
The rate of the lump payment and 
of the monthly allowance will then 
gradually be increased until, on the 
birth of the eleventh and every 
ee child, the family “will re- 
ceive a lump sum of 5,000 roubles 
and a monthly allowance of 300 
roubles. . 
The monthly allowance is pay- 
able between the ages of one: and 
five, and unmarried mothers will 
receive a special allowance for 
children born after the promulga- 
tion of the new decree, amounting 
to 100 roubles a month for one 
child, 150 roubles for two, and 200 
roubles for three and more.
